revelations of the informer, Abbnte- 
magglo, because of the latter's person- 
al spite. 
He had discharged' Abbate- 


maggio from his employ, he said. 


In forming the chain of evidence 


against the thirty-six camorrists, the 
carabineers claimed to have in De Ma- 
rinis' house a postal .Urd addressed to 
him by Luigl Arena.aml asking for the 
death ot Cuoccolo, because he had be- 
trayed the writer to the authorities. 


The Informer's Story. 


In telling the story of the murders 


Abbatemaggio had said that such a 
postcard 'had been written and that 
Immediately upon receipt by De Mari- 
nis the assassinations were planned. 
The informer also said that De Marinis 
took possession of Cuoccolo's ring for 
the purpose of sending it to Arena, who 
was in prison, as evidence that he had 
been avenged. Subsequently the Cara- 
bineers claimed to have found the ring 
at the home of a woman friend of Ds 
Marinis.

THE EXTRA 
SESSION. 


There was display of independence and courage in 


President Taft's call for an extra sossion of congress. 
Facing a house that politically was hostile, he had 
served notice on his party majority in the senate that 
its failure to enact his Canadian reciprocity agreement 
into law at the regular session would invite as an al- 
ternative the summoning of the new congress to give 


effect to his negotiations. Whether the standpat and 
reactionary element in the senate purposed to evade 
responsibly or believed the president to be merely 


bluffing is -not clear. 
Doubtless both considerations 


had influence. 
At any rate the Canadian trade mat- 


ter was flouted and the president made good his threat 
and the new congress is in session. 


That the Canadian reciprocity measure will be rati- 


fied admits of no question. 
The assembling of the 


senate brings on a virtual reconstitution of that body 
in its attitude toward progressive legislation. Nearly 
all of the old reactionary leaders—Aldrich, Hale, Bur- 
rows, Depew, and others their like—have gone and 
such as remain doubtless have been chastened. Pro- 
gressives or democrats succeed to the places of the 
missing ones. The house has been completely turned 
over to the democrats and many standpat republicans 
have given way to men of insurgent and progressive 
spirit. 
The president's trade measure, 
therefore, 


stands in no peril. It was not a chance the president 
took with his cherished reciprocity program, but he 
did and does expose himself to resentment of the 
standpat element of his party in rebuking it so far as 
to call a democratic house to his aid. 


The democratic majority in the house has taken hold 


with admirable and convincing spirit to perform what 
is expected of it. Its best men have been put at the 
head and there is in every move so far made an evi- j 
dent and reassuring effort to do the country good and 
not merely play politics with a situation that offers 
peculiar occasion and strong temptation to overreach 
for partisan advantage.

by making the means of its terrorism more difficult.

The man who lias on hands the job of guilding the 
first democratic majority the national house has had 
in near a score of years is monopolized by as choice 
and various a line of anxieties as even the most am- 
bitious of men could feel.

Terre Haute, instead of devoting one day to a pub- 


lic-spirited and concerted effort to "clean-up" is going 
to have a "clean-up" week. 
Probably takes longer

become an institution in every town and city. Fort 
Wayne should start it.

Egrj Croquettes. 


Put half n .dozen eggs in a saucepan, 


cover then, with coW water, heat and 
Bimmer for an hour. Tn the meantime

Bpoonfuls Of flour. Drop this paste

Cover and cook for five min- 
utes, then season with one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-half of a teaspoontul 
of paprika, a dash of cayenne, one tea- 
spoonful of onion juice and a suspi- 
cion of mace. Take from the fire, add 
one heaping tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley and the hard boiled eggs cut 
in small pieces. Spread out on a but- 
tered dish and set away until cold.

only just enough to keep

sticking, or the 
creamy 
consistency 


will he lost. When all are shaped dip 
them into slightly beaten egg, roll in 
fine dry bread crumbs and immerse in 
smoking hot fat until golden brown 
Dram on unglazed paper 
and serve 


with cream or tomato saxice. 


Small Date Cakes. 


A simple dessert for lunch is found 


.in small date cakes. The batter, which 
is put together as for a cup cake calls 
for one-half cupful of butter, one cup- 
ful of sugar, one cupful of milk one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, one egg. four 
cupfuls of flour and three teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder. Stir into this, when 
well beaten, one cupful and a half of 
stoned dates cut into bits. 
Bake in 


two shallow g-em pans and serve them 
while still warm.
